OAKLAND--Dr. Richard  R. 
Fong，son of the late Oakland 
miljionaire herbalist Fong Wan, has 
been ordered to stand trial in 
Superior Court on 10 counts of 
Prescribing and dispensing drugs 
without proper medical examina- 
tion， 


Dr. Fong, 59, appeared last Wed- 
nesday before Municipal Court 
jadge -Martin  N. -了 Pulich .who 


ordered the brorminent Chinese 
physician to appear in Superior 
Court July 21 for arraignment on 
the charges. Dr. Fong is charged 
with seven counts of prescribing 
drugs without proper examination 
and three counts of dispensing 
drugs without an examination. 

The physician was arrested Feb. 
11 by Oakland vice squad officers 
at his office and residence at 220 
Grand Ave. siatter ,beling :under 


police surveillance for more than a 
month. He is free on 45,000 bail. 

Dr. Fong's medical license was 
suspended in 1955 after he was 
conyvicted on narcotics law viola- 
tions and complicity in an abortion 
conspiracy. He served 10 months in 
the county jail in 1956 and re- 
gained_ his license in 1958 after 
passing an oral examination before 
the State Board of Medical Exami- 
DersS.

US COURT UPHOLDS PRESS FREEDOM 


The United States Supreme Court on June 30th, up- 
held the right of the New York Times and the Washington 
Post to publish the classified Pentagon papers. 

In a 6-3 ruling, the court lifted restraints on the TIimes 
and Post, freeing the papers to continue publication of 
their interrupted series. 

All nine justices submitted separate opinions- TIhe ma- 
jority agreed the government had failed to meet the “heavy 
burden”imposed by the First Amendment of justifying 
prior restraint against the press. The dissenters held that the 
First Amendment's guarantee of freedom of the press is 
not absolute. 

The First Amendment,“Congress Shall make no law 
abridging the freedom of speech or of the press,。 enables 
the press to serve as a watchdog over government. A SupD- 
pressed press gives Tise to a totalitarian State. 

The U. $S. Supreme Court's decision in the case of the 
Pentagon papers strengthened the Tight of free press. 

The question still Tfemains, where does freedom ends and 
security begins? The debate will be back in the courts an- 
other day. 

In Chinatown, the press is a curious thing. There are 
three dailies, one semi-weekly, six Weeklies and another 
weekly in gestation stage. 

Why so many papers? The reason is Simple. Most Chi- 
natown papers are political organs and backed financially 
by particular cliques. If your ideas do not follow the party 
line your stories would be filed away in the debris Tecept- 
acle. 

Therefore to have a voice in Chinatown, you cuitivate a 
harmonious relationship with publishers and editors or be- 
come one YOUISelf.

Committee asks Nixon to 


The Committee of One Million 
has strongly urged President 
Nixon to continus to oppose the 
admission of Red China to the 
United Nations by insisting that 
Peking's admission 8 an lm- 
portant questiorn. 

In an open jletter to President 
Nixon, the Committee contended 
that _ whether Communist China 
is admitted into the United Na- 
tions this fall or not depends on 
the _ U.S. Chief Executive. 

Thae jletter，published almost 
full-page in the Washington Post 
as an _ advertisement，told NIxon 
that if he insists that admission 
of Peking to the United Nations 
miust be regarded as an important 
question，it will alert all con- 
cerned that the United States in- 
tends to _ follow ， Principle 一 not 
expediency. 


Dr. Walter Judd，chairman of 
the_ Committee and in whose 
name the letter was sent .to PresiL- 
dent Nixon, emphasized that Red 
China has by no means modifted 
its hostiiity toward the United 
Sitates despite its Tecent diploma- 
cy of smiles. As an exanipls， 
Judd noted that only two weeks 
after the much-heralded U.S. 
ping-pong team's visit to the 
mainland, the Chinese Reds were 
crying，“People of the 、 world， 
unite to crush American aggres- 
Sors and their running dogs.” 

The jletter_ called upon Presi- 


dent NIxon not to renege on his 
previous frm opposition to re- 
cosnition of and trade with the 
Peking regime. The letter quot- 
ed two passages from Nixon's 
statements in April and Septem- 
ber 1968 to remind'the Chief Ex- 
ecultive of his earlier Opposition 
to _giving legitimacy to the Pe- 
king regime.，Judsging by the un- 
chansged bellieerency and intran- 
sigency of Red China to this day， 
there is no justification for chang- 
ing the_ Presidents frm and real- 
jstic appraisals in 1968 of the re- 
glime， the jletter added. 

By advocating the denial of 
U.N. membership to Peking，the 
Committee of One Million :SS not 
icnoring the existence of Red 
China，on the contrary, the Com- 
niittee takes this position because 
of its awareness of PekingSs ex- 


jstence and its threat to world 
peace，the letter Saild. 

The Committee"s positton，3s 
the letter Put it，is consistent with 
the President's policy of firm 
restraint，of no reward， of 3 
creative counter-pressure which 
Nixon desclared in 1968.

The stu- 
dents in the CCS are products of 
their frustrated and hopeless at- 
tempts to adjust to this society-. 
Many have Unconsciously rebelled 
and have externalized their frustra- 
tions in the regular high school 
system。 There they have been 
labeled as“dropouts”and“under- 
achievers.”The CCS is primarily a 
buffer school for these students 
who do not want to attend the 
“Tegular”high school. 

The differences between CCS 
and the regular high school system 
is that  (H CCS has al Asian 
teachers，and (2) the students get 
individual attention, one-to-one, OF 
one-to-two. There are two classes 
currently being taught: one 了 mn 
English as a Second Language 
(ESL)/Bilingualism， (English and 
Cantonesej, and the other in social 
SUrVival.
